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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 5 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per independent claim 5, the prior art (and in particular the combination of Thuresson 
et al. and Meloling et al.) do not teach the refrigeration apparatus combination as recited, and in 
particular wherein when said control valve is in the fully closed state and the high pressure of 
said refrigeration cycle falls below said predetermined target value, said control means sets said 
second compressor in operation and regulates the capacity of said second compressor; and, when 
said second compressor is in the stopped state and the high pressure of said refrigeration cycle 
exceeds said predetermined target value, said control means places said control valve in the open 
state and regulates the valve opening of said control valve.
